and 'watched her grandmother 
sculpt. 

“The smell of clay all came 
. back to me,” she said. 

Recently, many of Barigar’s 
tiles and several of her paintings 
were on display at the Old Towne 
- Gallery in Falls. She said 
' she felt the show was very suc- 
cessful and enjoyed displaying 
her work. She was able to sell sev- 

. ^ rnl nnring rhn r she.hasn’t 

sold one for imder a hundred dol- 
lars.' 

Despite the price tag on tile, 
Barigar said it's a reladvely inex- 
pensive form of art- Teiza cotta 
comes in 25-poimd blocks, with 
the price varying according to 
vriiere you buy it. Barigar uses old 
dental tools to carve away day.
